The Town Clerk shall thereupon deliver to said voters copies 
of printed form peititon blanks addressed to the Selectmen 
demanding such recall. The blanks shall be issued under the signa- 
ture and official seal of the Town Clerk. They shall be dated, and 
shall contain the names of all persons to whom they are issued, the 
name of the person whose recall is sought, and the grounds of 
recall as stated in the affidavit. In addition, the petitions shall 
demand the election of a successor to the said office. A copy of the 
petition shall be entered in a record book to be kept in the office 
of the Town Clerk. The recall petition shall be returned and filed 
with the Town Clerk within twenty (20) days after the filing of the 
affidavit, with signatures, names and street addresses of at least 
twenty (20) per cent of the registered voters of the town. Within 
twenty-four (24) hours of receipt, the Town Clerk shall submit the 
petition to the registrars of voters in the Town, and the registrars

shall forthwith certify thereon the number of signatures which are 
names of registered voters of the Town. If the petition shall be 
found and certified by the Town Clerk to be sufficient, it shall be 
submitted with his or her certificate to the selectmen without 
delay. 


SELECTMEN’S ACTION ON RECEIVING PETITION 

The selectmen shall forthwith give written notice of the receipt of 
the certificate to the officer sought to be recalled. If the officer 
does not resign within five (5) days thereafter, the selectmen shall 
order an election to be held on a date fixed by them not less than 
twenty-five (25) nor more than thirty-five (38) days after the date 
of the Town Clerk’s certificate that a sufficient petition has been 
filed; provided, however, that if any other town election is sched- 
uled to occur within sixty (66) days after the date of the certifi- 
cate, the selectmen shall postpone the holding of the recall election 
to the date of such other election. If a vacancy occurs in said office 
after a recall election has been ordered, the election shall neverthe- 
less proceed as provided in this section. 


NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES - Any office sought to be 
removed may be a candidate to succeed himself, and unless the 
officer requests otherwise in writing, the Town Clerk shall place 
said name on the ballot without nomination. The nomination of 
other candidates, the publication of the warrant for the removal 
election, and the conduct of the same, shall all be in accordance 
with the provisions of law relating to elections, unless otherwise 
provided in this section. 


INCUMBENT HOLDS OFFICE UNTIL ELECTION - the incum- 
bent shall continue to perform the duties of his or her office until 
the recall election. If then re-elected, the officer shall continue in 
office for the remainder of his or her unexpired term, subject to 
recall as before, except as provided in this section. If not re-elected 
in the recall election, he or she shall be deemed removed upon the 
qualification of a successor, who shall hold office during the unex- 
pired term. If the successor fails to qualify within five (5) days 
after receiving notification of election, the incumbent shall there- 
upon be deemed removed and the office vacant. 


PROPOSITIONS ON BALLOT - Ballots used in a recall election 
shall submit the following propositions in the order indicated:

Immediately at the right of each proposition there shall be a square 
in which the voter, by making a cross mark (X), may vote for 
either of the said propositions. Under the proposition shall appear 
the word “Candidates,” the directions to voters required by 
Section 42 of Chapter 54 of the General Laws, and beneath this 
the names of candidates nominated as hereinbefore provided. If a 
majority of the votes cast upon the question of recall is in the 
affirmative, the candidate receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


We are reporting our major accomplishments of this past year 
and some of our on-going projects. 

The Route 47 reconstruction project from Route 9 to the 
intersection of Rocky Hill Road has been totally completed. 

The Town has resurfaced 4% miles of highways throughout 
the Town along with replacing and adding drainage where needed. 

We have oiled and stoned two miles of highway using Chapter 
90 funding. 

A geological study has been completed locating our Aquifer 
Recharge Area for the Mount Warner Well site using a portion of 
the $4,000 grant received from the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering, with land acquisition and development rights 
left to be purchased. 

The Fire Department has brought their equipment up to 
excellent shape with the purchase of a new fire truck to replace 
the. 1967 Ford fire truck and replacement of the engine, trans- 
mission and rear end in the 1972 maximum fire truck giving that 
fire truck another 15 years of service. 

We have received three major grants this year. The Stock- 
bridge Road reconstruction for the amount of $900,000, a grant 
of $116,000 for the reconstruction of Barrus Road which leads to 
the Mt. Holyoke Range Park, and finally a $130,000 grant to doa 
study with land use along the Connecticut River to be shared with 
the Town of Gill. 

The Town has replaced 10 fire hydrants and is proposing a 
program to replace another twenty-five in which a maintenance 
project will be introduced to replace a few every year. 

The Town Hall has begun to implement a Computer System 
in the Town Accountant and Town Treasurer’s offices in which 
information will become more available to make our department 
run more efficient. 

Cable T.V. is now being installed in our community with a 
_ completion date within a year. 

Finally we are proud to say that Hadley has the lowest tax 
rate by far in Hampshire County and maintaining our community 
as a rural community.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
To the Citizens of Hadley and the Board of Public Health: 


My 1986 report to the Citizens of Hadley begins with a 
special note of appreciation to Rev. and Mrs. Justin Hartman, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward Vandoloski and an anonymous donor for their 
contributions to the Hadley Loan Closet. Because of their 
thoughtfulness, we have increased our lending capacity by the 
addition of two wheelchairs, two commodes, a walker, a quad 
cane and a set of bedrails. Twenty families took advantage of our 
sick room supplies this year which only requires a small refundable 
deposit. Contributions are still needed to replace some very old 
equipment. 

During the year, I made 925 home care visits and received 
approximately 185 phone calls. The purpose of a home care visit 
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is to maintain, restore or promote health. The major population 
group in Hadley requiring the service of your Community Health 
Nurse is the elderly, age 65 and over. In order to meet this chal- 
lenge and provide quality care to our elderly citizens, I attended 
the First Annual Conference on Gerontological Nursing in 
Bethesda, Maryland. There were over 800 participants at this two- 
day conference which emphasizes the need for current informa- 
tion in the care of the geriatric client. The numbers in this age 
group in need of home health care are growing. The U.S. Census 
Bureau states that in 13 years, 34.9 million Americans will be over 
65 and we will also see an increase in the number of people age 85 
and older. 

Care provider and educator are only two of the many roles a 
community health nurse incorporates while conducting the day to 
day practice. Because of the part-time status of this position | 
work as an advocate and collaborator. Using the many services 
offered by Hampshire County, I try to coordinate the variety of 
services needed by the community at-large. 

The primary goal of health care today is wellness and public 
education is a a means to achieve this goal. The Council on Aging 
sponsors two clinics for the residents of Hadley, a Blood Pressure 
clinic and a Diabetic screening clinic. At these programs, I have the 
opportunity to do health teaching to a large segment of the 
community. 

The Flu Clinic held in October was very well attended with 
Over 156 immunizations given. I want to thank the following 
people for their help: Alice Misa, Violet Peltz, Audrey Wilga R.N., 
Deloris Maksimoski R.N., and Patricia McElligott R.N.. Dr. Peter 
Betjemann was on call during this time in case he was needed. 

Two items, a Blood Pressure Kit and a Blood Sugar Monitor- 
ing kit were purchased by the Board of Health last year to assist 
me in my patient assessments. 

My 1987 goal for the Community of Hadley is to promote a 
high level of wellness among all its members through continued 
assessment of the community needs and providing the appropriate 
interventions. 

Finally, I wish to thank the Board of Health members for 
their support during my first full year as the Hadley Public Health 
Nurse.

Fiscal Year 1987 tax rate was approved on February 13, 1987 
by the Department of Revenue Tax Bureau Division of Local 
Services.

In October of 1986 
a part-time secretary was added to our department. 
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Real Estate sales in our town have increased dramatically add- 
ing to our workload. Half acre house lots have climbed to forty 
thousand dollars. Commercial land has soared to new sales highs. 
Our tax bills will reflect the new values of our revaluation. 

The time is ripe for computerization in our assessing roles. 
With the needed software on line, tax bill delays should be a thing 
of the past. 

In closing our report, we wish the two new members who are 
aspiring for the two vacancies good luck and a longevity of service 
to the Town of Hadley.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY & WATER DEPARTMENTS | 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The following projects were undertaken and completed by 
the Highway and Water Departments in 1986. 

Using Chapter 90 funding, 4% miles of roads were resurfaced. 
A tremendous amount of preparation work was done. This 
included shaving of the high shoulders to improve runoff, raising 
structures (catch basins, manholes, and watergates), replacing 
deteriorating culvert pipes, and installing 3 catch basins on Rte. 
47 North into an existing trunk line. Seven small frost heaves and 
one large frost heave were repaired by pouring a concrete shelf 
under the blacktop. An extensive amount of cracksealing was done 
before blacktopping. This helps to keep the cracks from reap- 
pearing. 

The roads that were blacktopped include: part of North 
Maple Street, part of Lawrence Plain Road, two different sections 
of Route 47 North, and Middle Street from Maple Avenue south 
to Bay Road. 

Chapter 90 was also used to stone and oil two more miles of 
roads. The roads were prepped first by shaving high shoulders to 
improve runoff, replacing cross pipes, installing 40 feet of culvert 
pipe and a catch basin, and installing 150 feet of burm. Various 
areas were shimmed with blacktop before oiling. 

With Chapter 497 money, part of Bay Road from the 
Amherst line to the intersection of South Maple Street, was 
shimmed with blacktop. This section of road was in very bad 
shape. One hundred-sixty feet of drainage and two catch basins 
were installed in a certain area, to alleviate the ponding of water. 
Shoulders were shaved to allow for proper drainage. With Chap- 
ter 497 funding, miles of roads with high shoulders were shaved. 
These roads include Route 47 North from Comins Road to the 
Sunderland line, Route 47 South to the South Hadley line, Bay 
Road, Rocky Hill Road, North Maple Street, Roosevelt Street, and 
South Maple Street. Various stop lines, in the most dangerous 
intersections, were painted. 

Three major water problems were corrected using Chapter 
497 funding. One of these was on Route 47 North and the other 
two were on Rocky Hill Road. They consisted of lowering drive- 
ways, to allow water to stay on the edge of the road. With Chapter 
497 money, new signs were erected on Rocky Hill Road, in the 
area of Kelleher’s bad corner. 
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The General Highway Account was used for general mainten- 
ance. This included patching roads, grading dirt roads, cleaning 
catch basins, installation of snow fences and winter markers, and 
painting of catch basin lines. The account was used for the follow- 
ing projects, installation of a thirty inch culvert pipe on Mount 
Warner Road, lowering of a culvert pipe on East Hadley Road, and 
the lowering of another culvert pipe on Mount Warner Road. 
General Highway was used for plowing, sanding, pushing back 
drifts, spot sanding, and snow removal in certain locations. The 
account was also used for shaving high shoulders in certain areas, 
where the water was stitting in the roadway, and for general 
improvements of our roadways. 


The Ditch Account was used to dig two ditches. These 
ditches were dug on North Maple Street/Mount Warner Road and 
behind Maple Avenue. The brush was first cleared by highway 
personnel. Various other ditches were cleared of debris to allow 
for proper drainage. 

The Forestry and Dutch Elm Accounts worked extensively 
on tree care. Greg Omasta was appointed Assistant Tree Warden. 
Doug Neilsen along with Western Mass. Electric, trimmed trees on 
all the roads in town. This was done to prevent loss of power, due 
to heavy snow and ice buildup on tree limbs. Western Mass. cut 
many dead trees, that were near the power lines at no cost to the 
town. Thirty-five dead trees were removed and new ones were 
planted in their place. 

A new program was started this year. It consists of trimming 
dead wood out of trees, and fertilizing them in an attempt to save 
them from dying. We hope to expand this program next year. 

The Bridge Account was used to clear brush, with the use of 
part-time summer help. These bridges were repaired, where needed 
and painted with the use of Town forces and part-time help. The 
dike was inspected and the brush has begun to be cut by highway 
personnel. 

The Water Department also made many improvements during 
the year. Ten new fire hydrants, along with valves, were installed, 
to replace old hydrants, that were in poor condition. Six main line 
valves were installed to shorten up the distances between shutoffs. 
This was an inconvenience to many. A new 8 inch water line was 
installed on Cemetery Road, by a private contractor. The Water 
Department took advantage of this to install a new fire hydrant 
on a mechanical tee, at the intersection of West Street and 
Cemetery Road. Seven other hydrants were replaced because of 
accidents. All hydrants were checked for leaks and freeze ups. A 
main line valve was installed on Middle Street, by Hadley Place, 
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and another by Waldorf School. Various main line valves were 
repacked, due to leaking through the stems. The Aquifer Protec- 
tion Program was done by Huntley Associates. It was done around 
the Mount Warner wells. It determines the recharge area of the 
wells. 

A total of thirty-seven new house services were tapped this 
year by the Water Department. A total of 287,526,500 gallons of 
water was pumped this year for use by the Town. 

General maintenance of the pumps and the hydrants was per- 
formed by the Department. Main water lines were marked for the 
Hawley Road sewer expansion project, as were each individual 
house service. 

In closing, I would like to say without the hard and know- 
ledgeable work by the Highway Department employees and part- 
time help, all of this would never have been accomplished.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
HADLEY HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Hadley Historical Commission has completed the inven- 
tory of town assets as outlined in the Survey and Planning Grant 
, FY86. 153 houses and 14 sites or structures in areas beyond the 
» centers of Hadley and North Hadley were researched, recorded, 
_ and filed with the Massachusetts Historical Commission in Boston. 
, The summaries may be seen at the Town Clerk’s Office, Goodwin 
HI Memorial Library, or the North Hadley Library. The $5,000 
_ match which helped to finance the project was met with funds 
from the Town and by volunteer work in lieu of cash payment. 
Gregory Farmer of the New England Historical Services, Inc. of 
Springfield was the consultant and director of both the 1985 and 
1986 projects. Mrs. Kathleen Masalski and some of her Hopkins 
Academy students gave valuable assistance along with Commission 
members. The Commission was pleased to recommend that Mrs. 
Masalski receive an Historic Preservation Award from the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission. This was presented in a ceremony 
in Cambridge by Secretary of State Michael J. Connolly in May. 
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Using material from the recently completed survey, the Com- 
mission submitted a lengthy application to the National Register 
of Historic Places for the West Street area and plans to nominate 
the Mt. Holyoke Summit House and outlying villages next year. 
This will provide recognition and benefits for these historically 
recognized areas. | 

Another outgrowth of the survey was the appointment by 
the Board of Selectmen of the Local Historic District Study Com- 
mittee to determine the feasibility of establishing a locally gov- 
erned historic district for West Street. Creation of this study 
committee was recommended by the Hadley Historical Commis- 
sion and the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 

Elizabeth Brabec, a staff member of the Pioneer Valley Plan- 
ning Commission working with the local Commission, has pro- 
vided the town with several valuable studies. One of these resulted 
in a planning document for the preservation of the town’s culture 
and character by protecting open spaces and historical landscapes. 
The report, “‘Preservation Planning for Hadley’s Historical Land- 
scapes’ is available for use by town boards and an abridged edition 
is on deposit with the Town Clerk’s Office, Goodwin Memorial 
Library, and the North Hadley Library. 

Working with the Historical Commiss®n and the Planning 
Board, Ms. Brabec drafted a document which was accepted at a 
special Town Meeting as Site Plan Approval. This important 
change in the Town’s zoning bylaws gives the Historical Commis- 
sion the legal right to review nonresidential structures larger than 
3,000 square feet. 

Early in 1986, the Commission received an opportunity to 
apply for funding for an historical grant from the Daily Hampshire 
Gazette in celebration of its 200th anniversary. A proposal for an 
historical guide for a history and walking tour of West Street was 
submitted and accepted by the newspaper and will be published in 
the spring of 1987. 

The Commission has held 12 monthly meetings and 4 special 
meetings as necessary, and attended meetings of the selectmen and 
town boards in connection with preservation of the town’s assets. 
A public meeting as required by the survey and planning grant was 
attended by representatives of the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission and over 100 Hadley residents. 

Margaret C. Dwyer, a member of the Commission since its 
establishment by the town in 1973, declined an appointment in 
June. She has been a vital force on the Commission, serving as 
secretary throughout the period and has initiated and directed 
many of its projects. Her expertise is appreciated and missed. 
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The members of the Commission appreciate the interest and 
cooperation of town officials and residents in the preservation of 
the town’s heritage.

REPORT OF THE PARK & RECREATION COMMISSION 
1986 


The Hadley Park Commission had a successful year with the 
George Edwards Fund helping to pay fuel costs to keep the Old 
Hopkins Gymnasium open. We had a few new programs this year, 
as well as our usual favorite activities. 

Our summer day camp was held from July 9-August 15. 
Laurel Moore of Hadley returned as camp director this year for 
the preK-4th grade held at the old gym. Campers participated in 
various activities such as gymnastics, arts and crafts, and sports as 
well has having special events and the annual camp picnic at a local 
park. A bus took campers to the YMCA in Northampton twice a 
week for swimming lessons. Local Hopkins Academy students as 
well as a couple people from outside the community were our 
camp counselors. 

Monica Boucher, back again for her third year, was this year’s 
camp director for the 3 and 4 year old camp. We were once again 
able to use the Hooker School Kindergarten for this successful 6 
week program. Diane Stratton was the assistant director. 

In September, our soccer program was held. The Hopkins 
Academy varsity girls and boys soccer players were the coaches. 
Vin Vassallo of Easthampton and Michael Farnham of Hadley, 
both former high school and college soccer players were the 
directors. This year we had children in K, 1, and 2 joine the 36 
graders. They all seemed to have a good time. 

In November our men’s evening basketball program started 
and continued twice a week until April. Ron Blajda of Hadley was 
in charge of this program that usually has 20-25 men in attend- 
ance.

We started a new program, baton twirling, in December. 
Taught by Kathy and Karen twirlers from UMass, ten young ladies 
from 4th-6th grade age are currently enrolled in this Tuesday even- 
ing class. 

The Youth Basketball Program began on Saturday, January 
10 and continued for 8 weeks. This program was for girls and boys 
in grades 3-4. They practiced the fundamentals of basketball and 
played each other’s teams. Susan Foster of Amherst directed this 
program and Hopkins Academy girls and boys varsity basketball 
team members as well as, two young men from outside the com- 
munity assisted her in coaching these young people.

In closing, we hope to be able to continue to keep the old 
gym open and to offer as many recreational opportunities to the 
citizens of Hadley as possible and always welcome ideas for new 
programs.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Public Improvement Act of 1985 was reported on in the 
School Committee’s last annual report. Since that time, the 
committee has taken steps, with the approval of Town Meeting 
where necessary, to accept and implement certain provisions of 
Chapter 188. 

Professional Development Grant money received from the 
state totalling $22,371.00 to date, was distributed to our teachers 
as a “‘one-time’”’ bonus. In April, with Town Meeting approval, the 
provisions of Chapter 71, Sec. 40, as amended by Chapter 188, 
Sec. 16, as amended, set the minimum starting salary for teachers 
at $18,000 and further allowed for the acceptance of state reim- 
bursement for same. Another component of this same legislation 
now requires statewide ‘assessment testing of our students in grades 
3, 7, and 11. School Improvement Councils have been established 
in all three schools, where they continue to determine how best to 
spend Hadley’s share of grant money. In the years to come, you 
will hear more about the steps being taken by the state and local 
communities to improve public education in the Commonwealth. 

The School Committee and the Hadley Education Assoc- 
iation successfully negotiated a three-year Unit A teacher contract, 
which will run until August 31, 1989. The Unit C secretarial con- 
tract has been settled for an additional year, expiring June 30, 
1988; while the administrators Unit B contract will expire June 
30, 1987. Mr. Richard Sullivan, Superintendent of Schools, was 
awarded a three-year contract with a rollover provision, by unani- 
mous vote of the School Committee. 

For many years the School Department has been represented 
by Attorney Nicholas Marshall, both as general school counsel and 
as our labor negotiator in collective bargaining. It was therefore 
with regret that Mr. Marshall’s resignation was accepted effective 
February 1987. Securing new legal representation for the schools 
will undoubtedly present quite a challenge. 

Two administrators departed at the beginning of the school 
year. Mr. Steven Sobel vacated the Office of Administrator of 
Special Needs, and in August Mr. John J. Pipczynski tendered his 
resignation as Principal of Hopkins Academy. It wasn’t until Dec- 
ember that Mrs. Janet S. Selavka, the number one recommend- 
ation of the Superintendent and the unanimous choice of the 
School Committee, was appointed to succeed Mr. Pipczynski. At 
present, Mrs. Anne Finck is serving as Acting Administrator of 
Special Needs until a permanent replacement can be hired. 
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The School Committee acknowledges the fine work done by 
the Principal’s Screening Committee in assisting the Superinten- 
dent and the Committee with the important task of securing a new 
principal for Hopkins Academy. We would also be remiss if we did 
not thank Mr. Sullivan for taking on the many additional duties 
and responsibilities of running the school system during the search 
process. Superintendent Sullivan’s skillful management during a 
hectic time is very much admired and appreciated. 

Changes occurred on the School Committee. Mr. Jeffrey C. | 
Mish left the Committee in March of ’86, thereby vacating the seat 
won by Mr. Vance Remick, and Mr. Thomas Waskiewicz was 
elected to an unexpired term created by Mr. Carney’s resignation. 
As of this writing, Mr. Remick has resigned effective immediately 
and Mr. Waskiewicz has chosen not to seek another term. Mr. Ray- 
mond A. Latham is stepping down after dedicating six years to the 
young students of Hadley. His preparedness, foresight, and 
commitment to public education will long be remembered. 


Along with thanking the individuals who served on the 
School Committee, we must also express our appreciation to the 
many parents, teachers and administrators who volunteer to serve 
on any number of committees and councils throughout the year. 
Without their help and input, education would suffer. To the 
support staff, we thank you for another year of dedicated services. 
And to the clubs, organizations and businesses who continue to 
support our school system, we truly thank you. We are pleased 
that the Hadley PTO remains active, currently working diligently 
toward their goal of furnishing new playground equipment at 
Hooker School. 

The Trustees of Hopkins Academy are most generous in 
funding grants to update and enhance our academic programs, 
along with their continued generosity at graduation in the form of 
prizes and scholarships. The Trustee’s interest and financial contri- 
butions are sincerely appreciated. 

We urge you all to read the reports offered by the school 
administrators, and join with the School Committee in acknowl- 
edgeing the many, many outstanding contributions, achievements 
and victories garnered by our students and faculty, both indi- 
vidually and collectively this past year. We have much to be proud 
of, good things are happening. 

We, the members of the School Committee, also recognize 
the fine cooperation the school district receives from the town 
officials and town departments for which we are grateful. And to 
the taxpayers of Hadley, we thank you for your continued interest

and support to public education. We pledge to continue operating 
with the same level of enthusiasm, comprehensiveness and 
efficiency that has always characterized Hadley. 

In closing, it seems only fitting that the School Committee’s 
1986 Annual Report be dedicated to Mr. John J. Pipczynski for 
his twenty-two years of service to the Hadley Public School 
System. For sixteen of those twenty-two years, Mr. Pipczynski 
was the Prinicipal of Hopkins Academy where his quiet manner 
and skillful guidance marked a tenure of leadership and growth for 
the young men and women of the Town of Hadley. We thank you, 
and wish you well, Mr. Pip.

I, herewith, submit my second Annual Report as Superin- 
tendent of the Hadley Public Schools. 

On August 21, 1986, Mr. John J. Pipczynski resigned as 
Principal of Hopkins Academy after 22 years of service to the 
students of Hopkins, 16 of those years as Principal. John was a 
loyal and dedicated administrator and we wish him success in his 
new endeavors. 

In December, Mrs. Janet S. Selavka was unanimously 
appointed by the School Committee as the new Principal of 
Hopkins Academy. 

Since the Superintendent assumed the administrative 
responsibilities of Hopkins Academy for several months, this 
report will include information about the High School. 

The October 1, 1986 school enrollment again shows a 
decline in the overall school population.

My Annual Report last year pointed out the issue of declin- 
ng enrollments. This situation will continue for the next several 
years at Hopkins Academy. The projected census figures available 
to us at this time do show incoming elementary classes for the 
next three years in the lower to middle 50’s. It is incumbent and 
paramount to our community to look long range and determine 
the future of our space availability and education programs as we 
move into the last decade of this century. 

The FY’87 Budget (July ’86-June’87) was approved at the 
Annual Town Meeting and reflected a 6.46% increase over the 
previous year. In addition Articles for a new mid-sized school bus 
and gutters and downspouts and minimal roof repairs to the Old 
Gym were approved. Hadley Town Meetings also approved partici- 
pation in the $18,000. minimum teachers salary and Professional 
Development Grant monies. Both of these programs come under 
Chapter 188, The Public School Improvement Act. 


During discussion of the FY’87 budget, the Finance Com- 
mitee asked the School Department and other Town Departments 
to submit a 5 year Capital Outlay Expenditure Program. This was 
completed and presented in the Fall. The Program figure is a little 
over 1.3 million dollars. 

The Hooker Elementary School 60+ year old boiler was 
replaced and a separate Domestic Hot Water System was installed. 
The new H.B. Smith boiler is more energy efficient and cost 
effective. 

Two union contracts were settled during 1986, Unit A- 
Teachers and Unit C-Secretaries. 
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The new State Assessment and Basic Skills Testing Programs 
were administered during 1986. The former program is given every 
Other year to grades 3, 7 and 11. Since the total number of 
students tested in each grade was less than 50, the validity of the 
results may be questioned. The Assessment Testing is curriculum 
centered in the areas of math, reading and science. As often hap- 
pens, results were gratifying in some areas and disappointing in 
others. The administration and faculties are looking at ways to 
improve deficiencies and continue to build our curriculum 
strengths. 

The Basic Skills Test results have not been returned at this 
time. These tests were administered to grades 3, 6 and 9 and are 
achievement type tests and are given each year. 

On June 6th, the 322nd Commencement of Hopkins 
Academy took place. Forty-nine Seniors recieved diplomas, forty- 
eight of whom had been accepted at post-secondary schools. 

Several outstanding academic and co-curricular activities 
took place in 1986. Seventeen new members were installed into 
the National Honor Society bringing the total to 23. This number 
is the largest in several years and represents the highest individual 
academic award at Hopkins. In the Fall, individual academic 
achievement was recognized at a student assembly: Steven 
Feldman, National Merit Semi-Finalist; Kevin Hallock, Superin- 
tendent’s Academic Excellence Award; Matt Barstow, Sam 
Feldman, Susan Golding and Craig Urch, National Merit Letter of 
Commendation. It should be noted, for the record, that informa- 
tion received from the Department of Education in October 
showed that 77% of the graduates of the Class of 1985 were 
attending four year institutions of higher learning. This percentage 
represents the highest of any public secondary school in the 
Connecticut Valley. 

The Hopkins Academy Band, under the direction of Mr. 
Edward Forman, received high praise for their performance in the 
Liberty Bell Festival competition in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

During 1986 our athletic teams continued to achieve 
even even though our numbers continue to be small, whereas, in 
most cases, our competition was from larger schools. The Boys 
Basketball, Girls Softball, Boys Baseball and Girls Soccer teams all 
made the Western Massachusetts Tournament. The Boys Soccer 
team was co-league champ and was also in the tournament. 

Continued appreciation is extended to the Hopkins 
Academy Board of Trustees for their generosity to individual 
students through scholarships and curriculum support in the social 
studies and science programs. The Board truly exemplifies the 
‘‘silent partner’ in the pursuit of educational excellence. 
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My gratitude is extended to the individuals who served on 
the Hopkins Academy Principal’s Search Committee. They were 
Dr. Joseph Campbell, Mr. Edward Forman, Mr. Kevin Hallock and 
Mrs. Carol Zgrodnik. They worked many long hours over several 
months and are, hereby, publicly recognized. 


Many organizations and businesses gave support to a variety 
of programs in our elementary and secondary schools. We say a 
sincere “‘thank you”’ to the Art Council, Booster Club, Lions Club, 
Mothers’ Club, P.T.O. and the Young Men’s Club for their contin- 
ued participation and interest in the school system. 

During 1986, resignations and retirement notices were 
accepted from Mr. Nicholas Marshall, School Committee Counsel, 
Mrs. Ingrid Bielunis and Mrs. Leona Cendrowski, cafeteria 
employees, Jackie Daley, Title I teacher, Dorothy Kelleher, school 
nurse, Michaline Martin, school secretary, James Peters, 6th grade 
teacher, Janet Snoyenbos, Hopkins Academy math teacher, Steven 
Sobel, SPED Administrator, Pat Stevens, tutor and Shelley 
Whisler, 2nd grade teacher. We wish them all well in their future 
endeavors and our appreciation is extended to them for their 
many years of dedicated service. 

In closing, I wish to acknowledge the support and cooper- 
ation I have received from the School Committee, administrators, 
teaching and support staff, students, parents and town Officials. It 
is my desire to continue to work with you in making the Hadley 
Public Schools the best.

REPORT OF ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 
After having served the Hadley School system with loyalty 


and complete dedication, for over seventeen years, I hereby 
submit my final Annual Report. 
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Enrollment as of October 1, 1986, for grades K-6 was 252. 
The breakdown by grade and school is as follows:

School Improvement Councils 


School Improvement Councils were established in the 
elementary schools, in order to determine how the School 
Improvement Funds allocated under the Public School Improve- 
ment Act would be spent. Hooker School was allocated $1,880 
and Russell School $920 for school year 1985-86. 

Subsequently, two (2) video cassette recorders were 
purchased, one for each school. A television monitor was also 
purchased for the Russell School. The remaining funds for Russell 
School were spent to purchase books for the classroom library. 

In addition to the VCR for Hooker, funds were utilized for 
audio-visual software to build a filmstrip cassette library for the 
school. The remaining funds were used on enrichment programs 
for students in grades K-6. 

Carol Hurst, story teller, gave performances at each grade 
level, an after school workshop for teachers and an evening work- 
shop for parents. Dr. Tanner of the University of Massachusetts 
presented a concert in the Old Gym. The New England Puppetry 
Group also gave a presentation. The Hadley Mother’s Club and the 
Hadley Arts Council provided matching funds for the Carol Hurst 
and New England Puppetry Group performances. 

A single Elementary School Improvement Council was 
established for the 1986-87 school year. School Improvement 
Funds available for this year is $1,850 for the Hooker School and 
$770 for the Russell School. 


Hadley Mother’s Club 


The membership of the Hadley Mother’s Club was generous 
in their gifts to the elementary schools. During the school year, 
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they purchased a VCR camera, dictionaries, library books for each 
classroom library, reading awards, and filmstrips for classroom use. 


Parent Teacher Organization (PTO) 


The PTO has been active in a number of ways during the 
school year. Their fund raising activities are continuing in order to 
provide playground equipment for the schools. They also spon- 
sored presentations by faculty members speaking on the different 
areas of interest to the parents of the elementary and secondary 
schools, and have continued the support of the annual elementary 
school play. 

The Newsletter, ‘“‘Chalktalk,’’ is a continuing success and has 
expanded to several pages covering a range of topics from PTO 
news, current class activities and other notes of interest. The PTO 
and their newsletter help in providing a communication link 
between the schools and the community. 


Programs 


Massachusetts Basic Skills Testing was completed in grades 
three and six during the month of October. The testing is now 
being done under State criteria rather than criteria established by 
individual school systems as was the procedure in the past. 

In April, the California Achievement Tests (CAT’s) will be 
given in grades 1,2,4 and 5. 

The elementary faculty have been reviewing new texts in 
the areas of math, science, social studies and language arts. Our old 
texts are quite dated and in need of upgrading in order to reflect 
new teachings and ideas in those areas of our curriculum. 


Maintenance 


The old boiler at Hooker School, a continual problem for 
many years, was replaced with a new boiler during the fall. The 
new unit, which includes a separate domestic hot water system, 
was on-the-line in the late fall. The temperature in the building 
appears to be relatively uniform through the da; without wide 
variations from room to room. The domestic hot water system 
provides an adequate hot water supply for the entire building and 
allows the boiler to be shut down during the warmer months.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


During the year 1986, the Hadley Council on Aging offered 
people sixty and over in this community, services that intended to 
meet the particular needs of this population and to improve the 
quality of life for these persons by providing means by which they 
could remain active and independent in the community. The 
services included transportation, information and referral, health 
clinics, educational programs, volunteer opportunities, leisure 
activities and other human services. The C.O.A.’s purpose is to 
assess the needs of the 60 and older population and to network 
with and develop elder programs that address and advocate for 
these needs as well as to increase positive awareness of this 
population. 
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Program and Activities 

Transportation — Providing free van transportation is one of 
the most frequently used services that the COA offers. In the 
beginning of transportation it was solely used for the Meal Site 
only, then as years passed on Shopping, Doctors and Hair 
appointments were added. The COA provided 5,300 units of trans- 
portation service to 100 different people by transporting them to 
various appointments. All persons 60 and older are invited to 
arrange to use these services. We thank Agnes Scanlon, our High- 
land Valley Elder Services Senior Aide and Edward Walczak, our 
Town employee, for providing committed services as our van 
drivers. 


Meals and Nutrition 

Congregate Meals — Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. pro- 
vides a daily congregate lunch meal available to people 60 and 
older. The nutrition site is located at the Golden Court Com- 
munity Halil. Home delivery may also be available for those who 
for certain reasons cannot come to the Nutrition Site. This year 
HVES served 4,500 plus meals to over 35 senior citizens. Every 
senior citizen is entitled to participate in this program. We thank 
Violet Peltz, HVES nutrition site director and volunteers Agnes 
Scanlon, Doris Molitoris and Flora Wilson for their community 
contribution in helping serve the meals. 


Brown Bag 

This project offers a bag of groceries to each senior house- 
hold once a month by the Western Mass. Food Bank. Food for the 
Elders Program in cooperation with HVES, Inc. — 175 households 
participated in the program. Participation in the program is subject 
to income eligibility guidelines, Volunteers give their time on 
distribution day on every Third Thursday of each month. 


Health Programs 

Blood Pressure Clinic — are held the First Friday of each 
month (except for July & August). More than 60 people partici- 
pate. We thank Twega Fill who alternates every other month with 
Alice Misa to record the Blood Pressure and Pulse. We also extend 
our appreciation to the nurses, Pat Osip, Nellie Frankevicz, Sophie 
Filkowski, and Jackie Ahlemeyer who have done the Clinic. 

Sugar Glucose Clinic — was started in September through the 
effort of Pat Osip and Alice Misa. It is being held every Tuesday of 
the month. We are a little slow in getting started but we hope to 
get more senior citizens to participate. All senior citizens should 
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come to be tested. Diabetes is perhaps the most serious disease, it 
can come on at any time of our lifes. 

Hearing Test Clinic — was offered in April by David Frandel. 
Much to my dismay the number was quite low. These services are 
free to every senior citizen. We hope that 1987 will produce a 
larger number. 


Community Education Service 

Energy — The Hampshire County Action Commission Fuel 
Assistance Program provided training to the Program Coordinator 
to do intake for those interested in applying for Fuel Assistance. 
We had 20 senior citizens who applied. The Fuel Assistance Pro- 
gram also provides the office with energy conservation inform- 
ation to offer residents. 

Income Tax Service — There were 22 senior citizens with 
assistance by John Aldrich -- a volunteer from the American 
Association of Retired Persons. Our thanks to Mr. Aldrich. 

Hadley COA Newsletter — A monthly newsletter is the major 
source of desseminating programs and education information to 
Hadley residents 60 and older. The COA Mails 665 newsletters 
(some having more than one name on each label, reaching each 
Senior household. The COA received grant money through the 
Department of Elder Affairs in Boston to continue to offer this 
service. Also the Senior Publishing, Inc. for printing the News- 
letter for us. 


Leisure Services 

Arts & Crafts — Classes were held every Monday afternoon 
(except July and August). Thirty-two participated. Funds for the 
instructor are by HVES, Inc. Community Grant awards. We thank 
Mary Gurecki for her undertaking and the others who volunteered 
their services. 

Bingo — On September 1986 the COA are sponsoring the 
games which are every Monday afternoon (except July & August). 
Alica Misa is the Coordinator and with much appreciation to 
Rosario Beaudoin who was a life saver. He alternated 15 games 
and the rest by me and at times did the whole 30 games. 


New Developments 

Project Discovery — The COA received a grant from the DEA 
to start an Oral History. Due to a late start the Oral History is still 
in progress. Instead of a play as planned before Greg Franchei is 
putting it on Video cassette. 
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Funding 

The COA operates its program on monies appropriated 
through the Town, Highland Valley Elder Services, plus the Dept. 
of Elder Affairs. We thank these resources for their support. 


Community Networks 

The COA participates in the Wester Massachusetts Assoc- 
jation of Council on Aging, the National Council of Senior 
Councils and a community focal point for Highland Valley Elder 
Services, Inc. The Program Coordinator also participates in the 
Highland Valley Elder Provider and staff meetings. Mr. Kennedy 
and theProgram Coordinator provide a network with HVES so as 
to remain informed of community elder services. 


Staff 


Alice S. Misa, Program Coordinator — Agnes Scanlon, Senior 
Aide driver and Edward Walczak as the town driver. 


Flu Clinic — which I almost forgot to mention. Through the 
auspices of the Board of Health donated the serum for the Flu 
shots and hand-led very nicely by Pat Osip, Jackie Alhemeyer, 
_ Nellie Franevich and SophieFilkowski. (A total of 150 shots were 
given). 


Volunteers 

There are a numerous amount of volunteers who participated 
in the above Programs. We had a new project sponsored by the 
Northeast Utility and under the direction of RSVP. Our special 
thanks goes to Bertha Baranowski who knitted 165 hats, plus 
shawl and booties for babies. Also the other volunteers who gave 
of their time. The volunteers who assisted me in preparing for the 
Newsletter. 

In conclusion, the members of Hadley COA wish to thank 
the Board of Selectmen, and all other Town Departments for their 
cooperation for making the COA a success. Thanks also goes to 
Paul Petit of the Hadley Housing Authority for the use of the 
Golden Court Community Hall for Arts & Crafts, Bingo, Health 
Clinic and educational forums.

THE OFFICE OF THE FIRE CHIEF 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I hereby submit my annual report for the year of 1986. 


The Hadley Fire Department answered a total of 87 calls 
during the year of 1986. The following is a breakdown of alarms 
answered:

The 1973 Maxim has been repowered with money received 
from the 1986 Town Meeting. The engine was put back into 
service September Ist with a new engine, transmission, cooling 
system, electrical system and rear end. To date the truck has been 
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performing very well and required only a few minor adjustments. 
This engine should give us at least another twenty years of service. 

In July of 1986 we ordered a new fire engine with money 
received from the 1986 Town Meeting. The company we. chose 
was Pierce Fire Company from Wisconsin, who have been making 
fire trucks for about seventy years. The truck will be five man cab. 
1000 G.P.M. pumper with 750 water tank and will look similar to 
the 1973 Maxim. The truck delivery date is late June of 1987. 
When this truck arrives we will have the Selectmen sell the 1967 
Ford fire truck, which will be replaced with Engine 4. At the 
present time all equipment is in excellent shape except for Engine 
2, which will be replaced in June. Engine 1, the 1961 Seagrave, 
should be given a face lift in the next year or two. It just needs 
body work and paint. 

Firefighter training classes and drills were held on fifteen 
occasions during the past year covering various fire fighting sub- 
jects and tours of buildings for familiarization purposes. In addi- 
tion to this department’s level of training, eleven members of the 
department attended two days of classes at the Meadowood New 
Hampshire Fire School and received training in breathing equip- 
ment, ventilation, L.P. Gas emergencies and rescue from heights.

WHEREAS, a ban on nuclear testing would promote the security 
of the United States by constraining new develop- 
ments in the U.S.-Soviet nuclear arms competition 
and by strengthening efforts to prevent the spread 
of nuclear weapons to non-nuclear countries: 

WHEREAS, a ban on nuclear testing would be a concrete and 
easily achievable first step towards a complete halt 
and deep reductions of ever expanding nuclear 
arsenals; 

WHEREAS, a ban on nuclear testing can be verified with high 
confidence by a worldwide network of seismic 
monitors, satellites and other verification tech- 
nology operated by the United States and other 
nations. 

THEREFORE, the Town of Hadley, Massachusetts calls upon the 
President to immediately respond to the Soviets’ 
unilateral halt of testing by joining them in a mutual 
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and verifiable suspension of testing as a first step 
towards freezing and reversing the arms race.

GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT 


I am very happy to report that many exciting developments 
occurred at the library during 1986. The hours were changed to 
make it more convenient. Every book in the entire library was 
checked for its condition and weeded from the collection if 
necessary. The floor plan was altered to make books more visable 
and selecting easier. A total of 14,090 books, magazines, records, 
tapes and video’s were circulated indicating local interest in library 
resources.

The children’s room comes alive every Friday with story 
hour. Movies, crafts and stories are shared and enjoyed by 20 pre- 
schoolers. The room was improved this year by the donations of 
a large table and chairs put to good use by the children. Last 
summer 35 children aged 4-12 participated in the Get in the Swing 
of Reading Summer Reading Club. They read a total of 214 
books. 

The library wishes to salute the many volunteers, both adult 
and children who contribute time and energy in extending library 
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services to the community. We are especially grateful to Mrs. 
Taraska and Mrs. Daniels. We also owe thanks to the library 
Friends Group headed by Sue Burkharde for their community out 
reach activities. This year they directed a book-sale, raising over 
500 dollars for the support of the library’s needs.

NORTH HADLEY BRANCH LIBRARY REPORT 


I herewith submit my report as librarian of the North Hadley 
Branch Library. Library users borrowed one thousand nine 
hundred and eighty-three books during the year. There were 56 
new books purchased during the year, including 17 for children. 
Donated to the library were a total of 88 paperback books by 
Marie Ansaldo, and several books from Helen Kapinos, for which 
we are grateful. 

The Pioneer Valley Bookmobile provides a convenient and 
valuable service in bringing fiction and nonfiction for adults, teens 
and children every six weeks, and also phonograph records and a 
good supply of large print books. We continue to use the services 
of Interlibrary Loan for requests of books to be borrowed from 
other libraries, when patrons request books which cannot be 
obtained locally or from the Bookmobile. 

The North Hadley Branch offers ten magazines which circu- 
late like the books for periods of two weeks. We have also 
received a copy from the Hadley Historical. Commission of 
‘‘Historical Resources of Hadley, Part II’? by Gregory Farmer, 
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assisted by Dorothy Russell. Photos of each house were taken by 
John Clough, and the text on the reverse of each page contains 
notes on architectural style and interesting historical highlights. It 
is a valuable addition to the local history reference section. 

The North Hadley Branch is open on Tuesdays from 3:00- 
5:30, and on Thursdays from 3:00-5:00 all year, staffed on alter- 
nate weeks by Miriam Pratt, librarian, and Justina Kielec, assistant. 

The library welcomes all interested readers to use the library 
on the first floor of North Hadley Hall, next room to the fire- 
house.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
To the Citizens of Hadley and the Board of Selectmen: 


It is a privilege for me to submit my first annual report as the 
Chief of the Hadley Police Department. 1986 has been a busy, yet 
productive year for the Department. 

During the year, numerous policies and procedures were 
addressed in an effort to continue to render the citizens of Hadley 
the best services possible. Citizen input was solicited in order to 
determine areas of major concern. In response to these concerns, 
the Department has instituted house check procedures and 
updated house and business alarms. The Rocky Hill Road Com- 
mittee has given suggestions to aid in lessening the number of 
accidents on Rocky Hill Road. Procedures for handling bomb calls 
and evidence have also been updated. 

The town now has a new Police Explorer Post consisting of 
members fourteen to twenty years of age. The Post performs com- 
munity services and the members learn about careers in the 
Criminal Justice System. I would like to thank the local organiza- 
tions that have helped and supported the Explorer Post. Members 
of the Police Department have presented classes on safety, alcohol 
and drug abuse, and criminal law to the Hadley public schools. 
Every effort has been given to work closely with the schools. Last 
fall, a crime prevention seminar was presented to the merchants of 
Hadley covering the topics of shoplifting and check forgery. This 
is part of an ongoing effort to coalesce with the business 
community. 
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Problems encountered during the year have been budgetary. 
The Police Department has not been able to provide needed 
additional patrols when requested by the taxpayer. Equipment is 
wearing out and cruisers, radios, and a breathalyzer are needed. 
Extra expense has been incurred as a result of recent laws requir- 
ing the monitoring of prisoners in custody. 

Revenues generated and returned to the General Fund have 
amounted to $51,950 in traffic and court fines and $2,176 in 
permits and insurance report requests. 

Future plans include working closely and bettering communi- 
cations with the schools, the business community, and the citizens 
of Hadley. Emphasis will be placed on continued professionaliza- 
tion of the Department and increased training of the officers. 
Results will be lessened liability for the town and added safety for 
the officers. It is also hoped extra patrols may be added in order 
to better serve the community. 

Volunteers who helped clean the Communications Center 
and paint it have my sincere appreciation. I would also like to 
thank the members of the Police Department and the citizens of 
Hadley for their continued support.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Finance Committee is once again struggling with the 
limitations imposed by Proposition 2% on town departmental 
budgets for Fiscal Year 1988. In an attempt to replace old worn 
out equipment and make badly needed repairs, the committee has 
proposed several questions for the voters to be able to exclude 
debt and interest from the operating budget of the town. This 
would add less than $1.00 to the already low tax rate of Hadley, 
which for Fiscal 1987, was set at $9.30 per $1,000 of valuation. 
The committee has also determined that free cash will be used to 
bolster the Stabilization Fund for the town, so that in the future, 
interest from that fund may be used as the vehicle to replacing 
equipment on a scheduled basis. In any event, free cash will not be 
used to fund departmental budgets. The committee is attempting 
to do some long-range planning which is essential if we are to 
survive over the long haul. It is no longer good enough to 
“muddle” through from year to year without setting priorities. We 
ask for your support, both monetarily and spiritually as we steer 
the town through yet another difficult year.

REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


The Committee was created as parts of a grant from Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works to the Pioneer Valley Plan- 
ning Commission for a Route 9 corridor study and a grant from 
Department of Environmental Management to the center for Rural 
Massachusetts at the University of Mass., for a Town Character 
and growth management :plan. All grant funds for services are to 
designated professionals. Committee members do not receive 
compensation. The Committee has no powers; its output is advice 
to Town Boards and to the public. 

Membership on the Committee is by appointment by the 
Board of Selectmen. The current active membership is thirteen. Of 


123 


these, six are citizens-at-large and seven are representatives of 
Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, Board of Health, Historical 
Commission, Conservation Commission, PVTA Advisory Board, 
and the Civil Defense Department. 

The Committee has concerned itself with the following 
topics: Route 9 traffic and business congestion; housing and, 
particularly, “‘affordable housing’’ needs; aquifer protection, earth 
removal amendment to zoning by-laws; historical preservation; 
farmland preservation; locations for new businesses; re-zoning of 
Route 47 (North); housing needs for town departments including 
police, fire, and communications center; planning for Town 
growth; new user fee incomes and use thereof; land bank; relation- 
ships among the Town and the colleges; preservation of the beauty 
of the Holyoke Range; river and stream protection; and, the Town 
Planner position. 

To date, the main task of the members has been to listen to 
speakers and to discuss the cited topics of concern among our- 
selves. Speakers have included representatives from the Pioneer 
Valley Planning Commission, the Planning Board, the Board of 
Selectmen and the Center for Rural Massachusetts; the Building 
Inspector; the former Town Planner; and, our own members. We 
have sent letters of recommendations for action regarding the pro- 
tection of the Mount Warner aquifer to the Planning Board and 
the Board of Selectmen, regarding re-zoning of Route 47 (North) 
to the Planning Board and have submitted an Article regarding 
housing needs for municipal departments. 

Announcements of forthcoming meetings are posted in the 
Town Hall. Meetings usually are held on Wednesday evenings at 
two week intervals. The public is invited to attend. 

The Committee wishes to extend special thanks to Peter 
Klejna, the former Town Planner, and to Elizabeth Brabec, the 
representative from the Center for Rural Massachusetts for their 
extensive guidance and encouragement.

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REPORT OF THE ANiMAL INSPECTOR 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Animal Inspector of 
Hadley in the year 1986. 

I was appointed on April 15, 1986 by the Board of Health. 
I have replaced the retiring Roger West, who faithfully served this 
position for forty years. 

On November 18, 1986, I attended the Regional meeting for 
Western Massachusetts Animal Inspectors. One point discussed 
that everyone should be concerned about was RABIES. Rabies 
outbreaks are pushing north at the rate of 100 miles per year. At 
this rate, New England is 2-3 years away from the possibility of a 
massive rabies outbreak. All pet owners should get rabies shots for 
their dogs and cats, to prevent unnecessary losses in the future. 

On December 6, 1986, I began my annual inspection of all 
farm animals. I found all the animals in Town to be healthy and 
properly taken care of. My official count is as follows:

NORTH HADLEY COMMUNITY HALL STUDY COMMITTEE 
To the Board of Selectmen: 
The North Hadley Community Hall Study Committee was 


formed in the Spring of 1986 for the purpose of determining the 
best possible uses of this Hall, and to make the necessary repairs 
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and improvements in order that this landmark in our town can 
once again-be a vital part of our community. 

We have been hard at work at bringing up the hall to meet 
the safety codes. We applied for, and received a state grant for an 
energy audit in the amount of $875.00. This energy audit will 
help us to find out how we can save the most money in making 
needed repairs to the building. We are attempting to spend the 
monies in our budget wisely while waiting for the results of the 
audit. Some repairs that have already been completed are: walls 
have been painted; the floors have been refinished; new thermo- 
stats installed and replaced hardware on main doors with the 
proper panic hardware. 

Recently our committee was given a report by Mr. Frank 
Zalot, the building inspector, in which he stated, although 
structural sound, numerous repairs need to be done to the hall, 
most of these items have been or are in the process of being 
completed. We expect all work to be accomplished by the end of 
this fiscal year, with the exception of the painting of the exterior 
of the building. It is the intention of our committee to pay for the 
painting of the hall with an Energy Conservation grant which we 
intend to apply for after the energy audit is completed. We are 
also looking into installing smoke and fire detectors in the building 
as well as the required emergency lighting system which is impera- 
tive to have for the protection of all those using the hall. 

It is our hope, once all the repairs and improvements have 
been completed, the townspeople will have a public meeting place 
to be proud of.

LOCAL HISTORIC DISTRICT STUDY COMMITTEE 
Report for 1986 


The study committee was appointed by the Selectmen on 
January 28, 1986 at the suggestion of the Hadley Historical Com- 
mission and the Massachusetts Historical Commission to consider 
whether there is an area or street in Hadley that could be desig- 
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nated a Local Historic District. The Committee’s members and 
purpose are set forth in the publication “Establishing Local 
Historic Districts’’, a copy of which is in the Goodwin Memorial 
Library. This booklet outlines the responsibilities of the study 
committee as stated in The Historic Districts Act, Chapter 40C of 
General Laws (of Massachusetts). 

Local historic districts have three purposes: (1) to preserve 
and protect the distinctive characteristics of buildings and places 
significant in the history of the Commonwealth and its cities and 
towns; (2) to maintain and improve the settings of those buildings 
And places; and (3) to encourage new designs compatible with 
existing buildings in the district. 

Using documents already compiled by the Historical Com- 
mission, the study committee selected West Street as an area that 
could quality as a iocal historic district. If the residents are inter- 
ested, a public meeting will be held, all property owners and 
residents sent an informational packet, and a preliminary report 
will be submitted to the Selectmen and the Planning Board. The 
final report may recommend a town bylaw which would create a 
local historic district. Once a LHD is established, a Local Historic 
District Commission is appointed to review all applications for 
exterior changes to buildings within the district. This design review 
process assures that changes to properties will not destroy the 
district’s historic character. Review criteria are determined by the 
residents of Hadley, in the bylaw, and may vary for each district, 
should Hadley establish more than one local historic district. It is 
possible that North Hadley Village may also be a candidate for 
such a designation. 

In the spring, residents and property owners of West Street 
will be contacted by the study committee for their response to 
this proposal. During 1986, the committee met six times and all 
meetings were open to the public. Citizens are urged to contact 
any member of the committee for additional information.

~ REPORT OF THE CABLE TV 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
| 1986 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


In 1986 the \Town of Hadley successfully negotiated a 
_ proposal and contract to obtain cable TV for the town. A previous 
attempt to do this in 1980-81 was never finalized, as the licensee 
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withdrew just prior to reaching a contract uzreement. 

The Cavle TV Advisory Committee (CAC), acting on behalf 
of the Beard of Selectmen, reached agreement with the owner/ 
operator, AMRAC-Clear View, in September 1986. Construction 
began in Septeinber 1986, and plans are underway now to com- 
plete construction of the system and initiate actual service to area 
homes in 1987. 

The major provisions of the contract or license negotiated 
with AMRAC-Clear View are summaried here: 

1) The cable TV area will cover about 1375 homes, out of 
approximately 1450 homes in Hadley (95%). 

2) At least twenty channels will be carried in the basic package 
being offered at $13.95. This package will offer two more 
channels than the original proposal, and it will also be less 
expensive. 

3) At least three pay TV channels will be offered (like HBO). 
Less expensive rates for these were negotiated here, as well as 
in the basic package referred to above. 


The highlight in 1986 in granting this license to AMRAC-Clear 
View was the successful expansion of the owner’s financial base 
and telecommunications business experience through their acqui- 
sition of additional partners. The CAC believes this action will 
provide for a better, more reliable, and more cost effective cable 
TV system for the citizens of Hadley. 

In closing, the Cable TV Advisory Committee appreciates the 
enthusiastic support from the community, and we look forward to 
the professional level of service AMRAC-Clear View will provide 
the Town in our continuing relationship.
